On being Introduced General .Ton 


C. Black who spoke on "The Evolution 
of a Leader," said: 


I am here to talk to you not about 


men, not about things of the pres- 
ent, but to call your minds back tor 
a little while to the time when the 
American people doubted the continu- 
ance of their institutions and even 
the blessing of Almighty God. 


I do not know but that in a Chau- 


tauqua when the things of the pres- 
ent are to be brought before you, It 
is well to go back and consider briefly 
these things through which the nation 
once went. 


The highest need of the hour, the 


enduring and 
permanent 
need of 


land of Fiemont. 
The regiment to 


vhich I was attached had adopted his 
name as their battle name and called 
.hemselves the Fremont

regi- 


ment. I lemember when we took our 
lass to St. Louis and how we waited 
while the flag was carried into

we saw around him the adventurers of 
the swoid and knew that the influ-

mand the admiration of free men. This 
proved to be oosolutely correct. 


Still the vast nost waited for a lead- 


er. 
Next to be tried was that man 


who had been educated by his govern- 
ment, w h o had studied in the armies 
of Europe the science of war; who 
had conducted himself in every emer- 
gency In the most creditable manner. 
McClelland was the ablest organizer 
the world has ever known. 
He took 


the levies of raw recruits and made 
from them soldiers. 
He 
disciplined 


and drilled them and officered them, 
but he loved the personnel of his ar- 
my too dearly to risk Us life. 
He 


would lather save <nn army than save 
o nation. Because he would not fol- 
Icw and fight the enemy where he 
was to be found the people weighted 


in the balance and found him 


wanting. 


Then there came 
to the supreme 


command of the army the most ac- 
complished military soldier that Amer- 
ica has ever produced. The text books 
written hy him are still used in the 
study of military tictlcs and he was 
known to his soldiers as "Old Brains." 
Bue he was unable to comprehend the 
forces under him. War to him was a 
game of chess and he played it out 
piece by piece. Though he made sev- 
eral successful moves, Halleck from 
the head of the armies became 
the 


chief of staff at Washington. 


The American people and the_Amer- 


purposes and thought of the Ameri- 
can people. I do not want to muti- 
late his message, at that time, we 
have been prone to admire him ns a 
great military man, I wish to present 
him in the new aspect of a man who 
knew and could will and compel the 
purposes of the whole people. 


On December 10, 1863, he sent this 


message to his men: "The loyal peo- 
ple of the United States thank and 
bless you; their prayers for your suc- 
cess against this unholy rebellion are 
with you daily; their faith in you will 
not be In vain; their prayers to Al- 
mighty God will be answered." Tell 
me where in all the annals of red war 
a more devout spirit has been breathed 
than in Grant. And here again he was 
speaking forth the sentiments of a 
righteous, law-abiding nation of free 
men. 


When he stood face to face with the 


enemy in the Wilderness; when his 
armies had been once repulsed, wher 
he had reached 
the line where al 


others had been compelled to stop, his 
unconquerable 
determination 
spoke 


again: "1 propose to light it out or 
this line if it takes all summer." So 
on to the end tho crumbling barriers 
broke until on the 9th of April, 18(15, 
this great soldier received the surrend- 
er of anolher 
great ohietaln. 
The 


world wondered what would be the 
fate of the conquered. Again those lips 
so unused to speech proclaimed the 
full desire of the army, Grant said to 
Lee, "Go cultivate your fields, observe 
the laws of your country and no harm 
will befall you." The after years of his 
life passed like a. dream and when 
the end came at

McGregor 


there came breathing back the words: 
'What I have desired to see is peace 
and a complete reconciliation with my 
estranged countrymen."
